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CONNECTIONS 


All connections should be made using coaxial cable (RG-6), available at your local RadloShack 
store. Use only the length of cable necessary for the connections; do not leave extra cable colled 
up behind the TV or VCR. 

1. Connect the signal from cable TV, a VCR, a video disc player, a color computer, or a video 
game to the Input of the amplifier. This amplifier Is designed for connection to a single VHP 
Input. However, If you want to connect more than one Input, you can do so using an A/B switch 
or a video selector (available at your local RadloShack store). Only one signal can be ampli- 
fied at a time. 

2. Connect the output of the amplifier to the 75-ohm, VHP connector on a TV/monitor or VCR. If 
your TV only has 300-ohm VHP terminals, use a 75-to-300 ohm transformer, such as our Cat. 
No. 15-1140. 

3. Connect the power cord to a standard AC outlet (1 20V, 60Hz). 

Contact your local RadloShack store for more specific information about cable, adapters, and oth- 
er accessories you need for your system.
